mentioned, in one of his Mlajefty’s faid Britifh plantations, or in 
Great Britain, otherwife Juch bonds to be in full force: but there 
being no provifion made in any of the faid aéts, or any other law, for 
returning and producing certificates within any limited time of the 
landing and difcharging Juch goods for Juch fhips as give bond in Great 
Britain, iz purfuance of the direétions of the faid aéis made in the 
twelfth and twenty fecond years of King Charles the Second; be it 
therefore enacted by the authority aforefaid, That from and

Europe, tothe fouthward of Cape Finiflerre, purfuant to an act 
paffed in the third year of his prefent Majefty’s reign, or for 
fhips lading fugars in any of his Majefty’s fugar colonies in Ærme- 
rica, by virtue of a licence granted by the commiffioners of his 

Majefty’s 
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Majefty’s cuftoms, to be carried dire€&tly to any foreign part of 
Europe, except Ireland, purfuant to an act paffed in the twelfth 
year of the reign of his prefent Majefty. 

V. And whereas by an adt made in the thirteenth year of bis Ma- 
fefiy’s fe ae ane the more effeéiual fecuring and enccuraging thetrade 
of his Afajefiy s Britith /udjeé7s to America, and for the encourage- 
ment of feamen to enter into his Adajefiy’s fervice, it 1s declared and 
enaéted by the authority aforefaid, That nothing therein contained 
fall extend or be conflrued to extend to cxempt any Pips, goods, wares 
or merchandizes, which fhall be taken as prize, and brought or im- 
ported into this kingdom, or any of his Adajefty’s plantations in Ame- 
rica, from the payment of any cuftoms or duties, or from being fub- 
jedi to fuch reffridtions and regulations, to which the fame now are 
or fhall hereafter be lable, by virtue of the laws and fiatutes of 
this real: and whereas during the prefent war with Spain, feve- 
ral voods and commodities of the growth and produdcticn of foreign 
plantations, not belonging to his Adajefly, and other goods and commo- 
dities, being the produdi of other countries, have been already, and 
may be taken in America, which may Ly the laws now in force be 
fubjec ta forfeiture, or liable to the payment of high duties to his 
Majefiy, as not coming dircéily from the places of their growth, or 
from the ports or places, where the faid goods can only or ufually have 
been firf? fhipped for tranfportation, which wiil not only be a difcou- 
ragement to the captors and importers thereof, but put them under a 
nmeceffity to fend Juch goods for the future direcily to foreign markets, 
which wil! be a lefs to bis Adajefiy’s revenue, and tend to the prejudice 
of the trade of this kingdom: for remedy whereof be it enacted by

der the hand and feal of the collector or chief officer at the port 
or place where fuch goods were put on board in 4erica, that 
they are the fame goods which were condemned inthe high court 
of admiralty, within fuch plantation, ‘ifland or coleny, (the 
truth of which fhall appear to the faid colleétor or chief officer 
there, by affidavit made by the perfon or perfons exporting fuch 
prize goods) and alfoupon an affidavit made before the collector 

or 
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or chief officer of the cuftoms of fuch port in this kingdom, 
where the faid goods fhall be imported, by the mafter, purfer, 
or other perfon who commands the fhip in which the fame fhall 
be imported, that the goods fo imported are the fame goods for 
which the faid certificate of the collector or chief officer in Ame- 
rica was made as aforefaid, fhall be fubject and liable to, and 
fhall pay fuch duties only asin Great Britain as fuch goods would 
be liable unto in cafe they had been imported directly from the 
ports or places, of which the faid goods are of the growth, pro- 
duétion or manufacture, or from thofe ports or places where 
the faid goods can only or ufually have been firft (hipped for 
tranfportation; any law, cuftom, or ufage to the contrary not- 
withitanding. 

VI. And whereas by the faid aci of parliament paffed in the thir- 
teenth year of his Adajeffy’s reign, it is enacted, That for the mere 
fpeedy proceeding to condemnation or other determination of any /fbip 
or other veffel, goods or merchandizes, taken prize, and for leffening 
the expences that have been ufual in the like cafes, the judge or judges 
of the court of admiralty, or other perfon or perfons thereto hota Se 
rized, fhall proceed in the manner direéied by the faid af#; and if the 
cafe fhall appear doubtful, and it fhall be neceffary for the clearing and 
determining fuch doubt to have an examination of witneffes that are 
remote, that then a judge or judges fhall forthwith caufe fuch 
capture to be appraifed by perfons named on the part of the cap- 
tors, and fworn truly to appraife the fame according to the bef? of their 
fkill and knowledge, for which purpose the faid judge or judges fhail 
eaufe the goods found on beard to be unladen, and put in proper ware- 
houfes, with feparate locks of the collector and comptroller of the cu- 
floms, and where there is no comptroller, of the naval i Bk and 
the agents or perfons employed by the captors andclaimants,at the charge 
of the party or parties defiring the Jame; and fhaill, aur fuch ap- 
praifement made, and within the fpace of fourteen s after the 
making Juch claim, proceed to take good and fufficient fecurity from 
the claimant to pay the captors the full value thereof, according to 
Juch ee in cafe the fame jhalli be adjudged lawful prize; 
and after Juch fecurity duly given, the fuid judge or judges fhall make 
an interloguitory order for relcafing or delivering the fame to fuch 
claimant or claimants, or his or their agents, and the fame fhaill be 
aétually releafed or delivered accordingly: and whereas there is no 
Sufficient provifion made by the fatd acl for fecuring the duties on fuch 
goods as fhall cf delivered by fuch interloguitory order, nor for pre- 
wenting the confumption in bis Adajefty’s colonies and plantations in 
America of Juch European goods taken as prize, as fhal! be fo deliver- 
ed, which may be of the utmoft confequence to the trade of this king- 
dom; be it enacted by the authority aforefaid, That no goods 

prize fhall be delivered by fuch interloquitory order as 
aforefaid, until the duties payable for the fame Mali be firft paid 
or fecured to be paid, in fuch manner as the duty on goods of 
the like kind ought to be paid or fecured refpectively; and that 
no prize goods of the growth, production, or manufacture of 
Europe, which fhall be brought into any of his Majefty’s colo- 
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nies or plantations in America, fhall be delivered by fuch inter- 
loquitory order as aforefaid, until fufficient fecurity fhall be farft 
given to the collector or comptroller of his Majefty’s cuftoms 
there, or where there is none fuch, to the naval officer there, to 
the ufe of his Majefty, that all fuch goods fhall within three 
months after be re-exported out of the faid colony or planta- 
tion; and that no part thereof fhall be confumed there. 

VIL. And whereas by an al of parliament paffed in the eighth: Anræ, c. 7- 
year of the reign of ber late majefiy Queen Anne, for granting to 
her Mlajefly new duties on excife, and upon feveral imported comro- 
ditties, it is enadied, That every perfon upon entry of any claim in the 
court where probibited and uncuficmed goods are profecuted, fall be 
obliged to give fccurity, in the penalty of thirty pounds, to anfwer 
and pay the cofis occafioned by Juch claim, and in default of giving 
fuch fecurity within the time limited by the courfe of the court, for 
entering claims, fuch goods fhall be recovered. And forafmuch as no 
provifion is made Ly the faid recited a&t, with refpet to seizures of 
Ships, veffels, and écats, by reafon whereof groundle/s and vexatious 
claims are frequently entered thereto, and the officers of the cufloms 
put to great charges in the condemning thereof, be it enacted by the 
authority aforefaid, “hat from and after the twenty fourth day 
of June, one thoufand feven hundred and forty two, where any 
fhip, veffel, or boat whatfoever fhall be feized by virtue of any 
law now in force, made for the more effeétual preventing the 
exportation of wool, and where any fhip, veffel, or boat of the 
burthen of one hundred tons, or under, fhall be feized for the 
unlawful importation of tea, brandy, arrack, rum, ftrong waters, 
or fpirits, or for being ufed in the relanding any goods whereon 
there is a drawback or bounty, or in the removing, carriage, or 
conveyance of prohibited or uncuftomed goods after the unthip- 
ping thereof, or for any other caufe of forfeiture, every perfon 
upon entry of any claim in the court where any fuch fhip, veffel, Claimants of 
or boat {hall be profecuted, thall be obliged to give fecurity in velitis feized, 
the penalty of thirty pounds, to anfwer and pay the cofts occa- to give fecuri- 
fioned by fuch claim, and in default of giving fuch fecurity with- 1Y fo Pay 
in the time limited by the courfe of that court for entring claims, ° 
fuch thip, veffel, or boat fhali be recovered. 

Zud whereas by an aé? paffed in the eleventh and twelfth «w ise 
years of King William rhe Third, it is, among other things, enaddéied, ae es 
That all wrought filks, bengals, and fluff Ss, mixed with Jiik or berba 
of the manufadiure of Perfia, China, or Eatt India, ard ai callicors 
painted, dyed, printed, or flained there, whith are or ball be import- 
ed into this kingdom, fhall not be worn or otherwife ujed within 
this kingdom but under fuch limitations as are therein meniion-d 
and expreffed; and that all fuch goods which fhall be imported into 
this kingdom, fhall, after entry thercof, be forthwith carried and pur 
into Juch warehsufe or warchoiufes as fhall for that purpojs be Approv- 
ed of by the commiffioners of bis Alajefy’ s cuffoms for the time being, 
fo as none of them fhall be taken or carried out thence upon any account 
whatfoever, other than in order for exportation, and not until fifi- 
cient fecurity be firf? given to the King’s majefly, bis Peirs ar? fuicef- 

Jors (which the faid commiffioners are thereby reguired and impotweres 
is 
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to take) that the fame and every part thereof fhall be exported, and 
mot landed again in any part of this kingdoms; and that the ware- 
houfe keeper or warehcufe keepers fhall keep one or more book or books, 
wherein he or they fhall fairly enter or write an exadé?, particular, 
and true account of all and every chefi, bale, and number of pieces 
therein contained, of Juch of the aferefaid goods only which fhall be 
brought into, and carried out of his or their faid warchou/se or ware- 
houfes, and the days and times when the fame fhall be brought in and 
carried oat; and if upon examination it fhall appear that any of the 
aforesaid gocds were carried out, urnlefs for exportation, or before 
Sufficient fecurity given for their cxpsrtation, as aforefaid, that then 
the warehcufe keeper or warehouse kecpers fo offending therein, fhall 
not only forfeit and lofe the value of the faid goods {9 carried out, as 
Gforcfaid, and be for ever adifabled from any pubiick employment for 
the future, but fhaill alfo forfeit the fum of five hundred pounds for 
every Juch offence: and whereas the goods before mentioned, upon oper- 
ing thereof, are frequently found to be fpstted or flained with falt 
water, or otherwife damaged in the voyage, and unlefs permitted t2 
be taken cut cf the warchcufe or warchoufes te be refrefhed and clean- 
ed, they may totally perih, and the Jaid goods in feveral other refpcédis, 
im the condition they come over, are entirely unfit for many markets, 
to which they are now fent, and thereby give cther nations the fole 
went of thofe goods, and render the value of them here much lels, 
which in both cafes would be of very great iofs to this kingdom; be it 
therefore enacted by the authority aforefaid, T hat from and after 
the twenty fourth day of Fune, one thoufand feven hundred and 
forty two, if any wrought filks, bengals, and ftuffs mixed with 
filk or herba, of the manufacture of Perfia, China, or Eafè In- 
dia, or any callicoes painted, dyed, printed, or ftained there, 
which fhall be imiported into this kingdom, and fecured in a 
warehoufe or warehoufes as aforefaid, fhall, upon examination 
by the proper officers, appear to be fpotted or ftained with falt 
water, or otherwife damaged in the voyage, or to be unfit for 
foreign markets, unlefs cleaned and refrefhed, dyed, glazed, or 
calendered, then it fhall and may be lawful, upon bond being 
ħrit given to his Majefiy, his heirs and fucceffors, which the 
laid commitloners are hereby impowered to take, with two or 
more futhcient fureties, in the penalty of double the value of 
the goods, with condition that all and every part of the goods 
delivered out, fhall be again returned into the fame warehoufes

W es EAS by af paffed in the eleventh year of the reign of 
bis late majefly King George the Firf?, intituled, An act for 
the making more effectual an act paffed in the fifth year of his 
Majeity’s reign, intituled, 42 að for preventing the mifchiefs 
which may happen by keeping too great quantities of gunpowder in or 
near the cities of London and W eftminfter, or the fuburbs ease a s 
at is enačled, That it fhall not be lawful to have or keep more than 
two hundred pounds of gunpowder at any time in any boufes fiorchoufes 
warehouse, fhop, ecllar, or other place, or in any heufes, ftorchoufesy 
wareboufes, Pops, cellars, or other places under one or the fame roof, 
orin any yard cr yards within the cities of London and Weitminftter, 
or either of them, or within the fuburbs thereof, or within three miles 
S the tower of London, or within three miles of his Adajefiy’s pa- 
ace of Saint James’s, or within two miles of any magazine ereéied 
jor keeping gunpowder belonging to his Adaje/ly, his heirs and fuccef-~ 
SOTS, for the ufe of the publick, for more than the pace of twenty four 
bours, upon pain f. forfeiting Juch gunpowder, and the value thereof: 
and whereas the dealers in gunpowder continue to keep within the fi- 
mits aforefaid, as large and dangerous guantities as they ufed to do 
before the making and pafjing of the faid adis, evading or eluding the 
fame, either by difpofing of fuch gunpowder under divers roofs, or in 
places not defcribed by the faid fiatutes, or by taking advantage of the 
difficulty of proving the fame to have been kept twenty four hours 
under the fame roof, or by Jome other device or craft; and although 
the juftices of the peace authorized by the faid acis, have authority 
to caufe dangerous quantities of gunpowder to be remcved cut of the 
limits aforefaid, yet there being no pewer given for detaining the 
Jame when removed, and the property not being diveficd, the owners 
or proprietors thereof can immediately after fuch remcval demand the 
fame again, aud maintain an alion at law for the recovery thereof, 
althcugh the fame be not detained an hour after fuch removal, where- 
by the good intentions of the faid fiatutes are utterly defeated, to the 
great anu apparent danger of the publick fafety: for remedy where- 
of, and for the more effectual preventing in future the dangers

W HEREAS by an aé of parliament made in the fixth year 6 Geo. 2c. 30. 
of his Majefiy’s reign, intituled, An act to recover and 
preferve the navigation of the river Dee in the county palatine 
of Chefter, reciting, That by an ač? of parliament made in the 
eleventh and twelfth years of the reign of the late King William the 
Third, intituled, An aét to enable the mayor and citizens of 1! W. 3 cag 
Chefłer to recover and preferve the navigation of the river Dee, 
reciting, That the faid river Dee was theretsfore navigable for fhips 
and veffels of a confiderable burden, from the fea to the city of Chedter; 
but, by negle? of the frid river, and for want of fufficient banks, 
qworks, aud fences on the fides thereof, againfi the flux and reflux of 
the fea, the channel of the faid river was become fo varicus and un- 
certain, that by fands and otherwife, the navigation to the faid city 
was almiaft lift and deffreysd, ia all and citizens of the laid E 
+ pA ë 
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of Chefer, and their fucceffars, were impowered to make the faid 
river navigable from the fea to the iste city of Chefter, for ips of 
one hundred tons, or upwards; and to enable them fo to do, certain 
duties, in the faid aét mentioncd, were laid upon coals, lime, and 
lime-flone, brought to, and unloaded within the liberties o the faid 
city, for the term of twenty one yèars; and the property of the fands, 
foil, and ground, therein mentioned, was immediately, from and 
after Juch time as roe jala river and channel fhould be made navigable 
and paffatle with and for fuch fhips and veffels to and from the faid 
city of Chefter, to be vefted in the faid mayor and citizens, and their 
fucceffors, Page ever; and they were at liberty to defend, inclefe, and 
improve the fame, and receive the rents and profits asthe Jo and apply 
the fame for maintaining and repairing the intended works and fences, 
and for making, ere&ing, ayd dsing fuch further and other works, 
fences, and things, from time to time, as occafion fhould require, for 
making and keeping the faid river navigable: and reciting, That fe- 
veral confiderable Jums of money had keen laid out and expend:d pur- 
fuant to the faid aéi; but the faid river was not made navigable, the 
provificus for making the fame navigable by the faid recited ać? being 
infufficient; and that the time thereby granted for making the fame 
navigable was expired: and reciting, That the fands, foil, and 
ground, not bearing grafs, commonly called the White Sands, from 
the city of Chefter to the fec, and lying between the county cf Chefter 
on the north fide, and the county of Flint, on the fouth fide, are of 
great breadth in mofi places; and that the faid river's not being na- 
wigable, was chiefly owing to the breadth of the faid fands, and to the 
foifting of the channel from cone fide thereof to the otber, as the winds 
and tide varied; and that the faid Jand, foil, and ground, commonly 
called the White Sands, were nst, nor was likely to be of any ad- 
vantage or benefit to any perfon whatfoever, unlefs the faid river were 
bounded tn, and made navigable by fea walls, banks, and fences, as 
aforefaid, which required a very great expencté, as well to ereé? as to 
maintain and repair from time to time, as occafion fhould require; but 
that yet neverthele/s, if the faid fads, foil, or ground commonly call- 
ed the White Sands, were recovered from the fea by fea walls, banks,

rate {pring tide, for Jbips and veffèls to come and go to and from the 
faid city; and to that end to alter, diređl, and make, or caufe to be 
altered, direé&ied, and made, the channel of the faid river to run 
through fuch part of the faid fand, foil, and ground, commonly called 
the White Sands, or the common falt marfbes thereunto adjoinings 
or through the marfh or marfhes of John Wright e/guire, commonly 
called Brewers Hall Marth, as the faid Nathaniel Kinderley, Ais

making the [aid river navigable according to the intent and true mean- 
ing of the faid ad, on or before the twenty fourth ay of: June, one 
thoujand Ais hundred and forty two, all and every the powers, au- 
thorities, rights, privileges, and interef? of the faid Nathaniel 
Kinderley, is heirs, and nominees, Jpould ceafe, determine, and be 
utterly void: and that it fhould not be lawful for any proprietor or

whereas the faid undertakers, the affigns, or nominees of the faid Na- 
thaniel Kinderley, between the twenty feventh day of Augutt, and 
the ninth day of November, one thoufand feven hundred and thirty 
Jive, did inveft the fum of ten theufand pounds in the purchafe of nine 
thoufand two hundred and ninety pounds, old South Sea annuities, in 
the names of the faid Thomas Revel, John Manley, Benjamin 
Hoare, and John Bland, as truftees for the purpofes in the Said act 
of parliament mentioned; and the Piatt Benjamin Hoare afterwards

W HERE AS to prevent the committing of murders, robberies, 
| burglaries, felonies, and other crimes of a heinous nature, in 
the night feafon, in the fireets, lanes, paffages and courts within, the 
city of London, and the liberties thereof, an acl of parliament 
was made and paffed in the ninth year Of” ihe reign of bis prefent 
Majefiy, for the better enlightening the ftreets of the city of Lon- 
don: and whereas the provifions made by the faid ač? have been 
found defeétive, and infufficient tø anfwer the feveral ends and pur- 
pofes thereby intended: wherefore, and to the end the good pur- 
pofes intended by the faid act may be carried on, and fully ex- 
ecuted, for the fafety and prefervation of the citizens and in- 
habitants of the faid city, the mayor, aldermen, and common- 
alty of the city of London, in common council aflembled, do 
moft humbly befeech your Majetty that it may be enacted; and 
be it enacted by the King’s moft excellent majefty, by and with 
the advice and confent of the lords fpiritual and temporal, and 
commons, in this prefent parliament affeinbled, and by the au- 
eee thorjty of the fame, That fuch a convenient and fuficient num-

land, for not performing the northern circuit in May, one 
thoufand feven hundred and forty fix , and for obliging the 
mafters and teachers of private {chools in-Scotland, and 
chaplains, tutors and governors of children or youth, to take 
the oaths to his Majefty, bis heirs and fucceffors, and to re- 
gifter the fame. 


HEREAS ġy an aé made in the firft year of the reign of i Geo.r.c 
his late majefiy King George the Firft, of glorious memory» Ray Geek 
intituled, An aét for the more effectual fecuring the peace of thec. 34. 
highlands in Scotland, it was enaéted, That from and after the firft 
day of November, which was in the year of our Lord one oe 
feven hundred and fixteen, it fhould not be lawful for any perjon or 
perfons (except fuch perfons as are therein mentioned and defcribed ) 
within the fire of Dunbartain, on the north fide of the water of 
Leven, Stirling on the north fide of the river of Forth, Perth, 
Kincardin, Aberdeen, Invernefs, Nairn, Cromarty, Argyle, 
Forfar, Bamff, Sutherland, Caithnefs, Elgine, and Rolis, to 
have in his or their cuffody, tije, or bear, broad fword or target, 
poignard, whinger, or durk, ide piffol, gun, or other warlike wea- 
pon, otherwife than in the faid aé? was directed, under certain pe- 
nalties appointed by the Jad adi; which ad? having by experience been 
found not fufficient to attain the ends therein propofed, was further 
enforced by an aét made in the eleventh year a the reign of his late 
Mayje/ty, intituled, An act for the more effectual difarming the t:Geo.1.c. 26,
